SAIGON (LPI)-—Th e Sou th Vietnamese army d rov e a 1.1th 
spearh ead into Cambod ia tod ay , and Ph nom Penh d ispatch es 
said th e U.S. 7 th Fleet h ad sent in more sh ips to h elp Sou th 
Vietnam tigh ten its blockad e of th e Cambod ian coast. 
Below Ph nom Penh , a th ree-pronged Allied force mad e u o of 
th e Cambod ian arm y , newly arriv ed Cambod ian m ercenaries 
trained in Sou th Vietnam bv th e Americans, and a force of 
10,000 Sou th Vietnamese tigh tened a noose arou nd a Com 
mu nist force. 
Th e new Sou th Vietnamese d riv e with American su pport 
crossed th e frontier 120 miles north east of Saigon near th e 
Du e Lap and Bu Prang Green Beret cam ps wh ich h av e been 
th e objectiv e of Commu nist sieges. Th e sanctu ary across th e 
bord er h as long been a North Vietnamese strongh old . 
Repeated Strikes 
B52 bombers stru ck repeated ly into th e sanctu ary area and 
th en th e tank led Vietnamese, mostly u nits of th e Sou th Viet­ 
nam ese 23rd Infantry Div ision, mov ed in with American air 
and logistics su pport. Some large American forces h av e with ­ 
d rawn from Cambod ia and th e new d riv e left 40,000 to 50.000 
Allied troops in Cambod ia. 
UPI correspond ent Robert Miller, in Ph nom Penh , said 
Cambod ian m ilitary sou rces reported rad ar picket sh ips of 
th e U.S. 7 th Fleet h ad been sent into th e Gu lf of Th ailand to 
h elp th e Sou th Vietnamese blockad e of th e sou th ern Cam 
bod ian ports. 
Th e U.S. Command h as mad e it clear th e U.S. Nav y is not 
actu ally blockad ing th e coast since it is stopping only Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese sh ipping and not any sh ips of 
neu tral powers. Bu t th e rad ar picket sh ips h elp th e Sou th 
Vietnamese nav y find blockad e ru nners. 
Th e Sou th Vietnamese task force d rov e into Cambod ia and 
mov ed 25 miles westward to th e Takeo sector, d riv ing a large 
bu t u nknown size force ah ead of it. 
Cambod ian troops with tanks and arm ored personnel car 
riers began d riv ing sou th ward Tu esd ay from Ph nom Penh 
along High way 3 toward Takeo. 45 miles below Ph nom Penh . 
A Ph nom Penh d ispatch tod ay said a new grou p of m er­ 
cenaries h ad arriv ed from Sou th Vietnam and were pu sh ing 
d own High way 2 wh ich parallels High way 3. 
Wh eth er th e Viet Cong and North Vietnamese cou ld escape 


th e trap remained to be seen Minor figh ting was reported at 
th e v illage of Ph sa Hu m Horsey , 23 miles below Ph nom Penh 
on High way 2. 
Open New Fro nt 
In th e meantime, th e Sou th Vietnamese opened a new front. 
No figh ting was reported in th e new d riv e, abou t 30 miles 
north of th e Fish h ook salient, a prime target of th e Cam 
bod ian offensiv e. Th is new target area was u sed as a sanctu 
ary by North Vietnamese troops wh o besieged th e Du e Lap 
and Bu Prang Green Beret camps last fall. 
Oth er Sou th Vietnamese u nits joined forces with Cambod ian 
troops in attempting to spring a trap on Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese u nits wh o h av e fled th e Allied th ru st to an area 
sou th of Ph nom Penh . One figh t was reported 20 miles sou th 
of th e Cambod ian capital 
A gu errilla u nit cou nterattacked a U.S. 25th Infantry Di 
v ision nigh t cam p before mid nigh t Tu esd ay and killed two 
GIs wh ile wou nd ing eigh t, m ilitary spokesman said . No Com 
mu nist casu alties were reported . 
Th e joint Sou th Vietnamese and Cambod ian cou nteroffer) 
siv e, one of th e largest u nd ertaken to d ate, inv olv ed not only 
regu lar troops from th e two nation*’ arm ies bu t also Cam 
bod ian m ercenaries flown in ftom th eir posts at U.S. Green 
Beret camps in Vietnam. 
UPI correspond ent Robert C. Miller reported from Ph nom 
Penh a colu mn of m ercenaries was d riv ing sou th sou th west of 
th e capital along High way 3 toward Angtassom wh ile a col 
u mn of Cambod ian arm y troops wras d riv ing sou th sou th west 
toward Takeo. 
Th e east west portion of th e triangle was mad e u p of abou t 
3.000 Sou th Vietnamese troops wh o Su nd av reach ed Takeo 40 
miles sou th of Ph nom Penh , and was d riv ing west toward 
Angtassom 10 miles away . 
American troops in th e Cambod ian operation,tu rned u p 36 4 
tons of rice in an area north east of Ph nom Penh , bringing th e 
cam paign’s list of captu red good s to 14.000 weapons, 3,6 00 
tons of rice and h u nd red s of tons of ammu nition. 
Allied h ead q u arters gav e casu attv figu res in th e Cambn 
d ian d riv e as 8 ,300 gu errillas slain. 157 Americans d ead and 
6 40 wou nd ed , and abou t 57 0 Sou th Vietnamese killed and 
1,9 50 wou nd ed .

He said that in 
1966 the cou ntry was in an eco­ 
nomic shambles and disorgani­ 
zation reigned. War had sev ered 
transp ortation rou tes and refu ­ 
gees flooded into the v illages 
and cities. 
At the time Genero went to 
Sou th Vietnam, 
ap p rox imately 
1200 Americans were assisting 
{with civ ilian p rogram s. Assist- 
jing was not q u ite the word. 


howev er, as they were handling 
all details of ship p ing and dis-j 
tiibu tion of U.S. aid m aterials 
su ch as food and const ru ction j 
items. 
In fou r short y ears, it has 
become an efficient Sou th Viet 
nam ese op eration and Ameri 
can aides hav e been redu ced 
to 100. It is estim ated that with 
in the nex t two to two and half 
y ears all adv isors will be ou t 
of the area. 
Genero p ointed 
to the

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Your Federal Tax $9 8 4 


Fortunately for most people, there is no known mov e­ 
ment to share federal tax es equally among all Ameri­ 
cans, but if there were, the pro rata tax would come to 
$9 8 1. This figure is estimated by the Tax Foundation, 
Inc., a nonprofit organization specializing in tax es. 
This is the way the estimate is reached: The pro­ 
posed fiscal 1971 budget—starting J uly 1, 19 70—antici­ 
pates collecting $202 billion, or 984 per capita. That will 
be an increase of $2.7 billion, or $3 per capita, ov er the 
$9 8 1 currently estimated for the 1970 fiscal y ear, which 
ends J une 30 nex t. 
We are all aware of the increased cost of liv ing in 
the quarter of a century since the second World War, but 
it is doubtful if many costs hav e multiplied as much as 
the tax es to support the federal gov ernment. In the 
y ears before the war, budget receipts ran in amounts less 
than $50 per person. Now they are nearly 20 times that. 
Ev en in the past decade, federal budget receipts hav e 
almost doubled. In fiscal 19 60, they equalled $517 per 
person. What has happened in the past decade, and ear­ 
lier 
in 
the 
decade 
and 
a 
half 
before, 
can 
be 
charged to three huge dev elopments in American life. 
They are welfare pay ments, support for education, and 
national defense. Only because of the latter hav e we 
been free to pursue the first two and other improv e­ 
ments. Of the three, the ratio of increase for welfare, 
the support of human beings, has outstripped all else. 
Reducing the multi-billion dollar federal receipts 
figures to per person lev els shows some wide v ariations 
in the impact of federal tax collections among the 50 
states. Based on 1969 population figures — the latest 
av ailable state populations—the burden of the proposed 
federal budget v aries from a low of $505 per person in 
Mississippi to a high of $1,421 in Connecticut.

One campaign we can all eagerly join calls for hir­ 
ing v eterans of the war in Vietnam. Secretary of De­ 
fense Melv in R. Laird announced it in Detroit, when he 
said the Pentagon, will soon launch a program to 4‘locate 
a job for ev ery v eteran.” 
The Defense Department needs help from all sec­ 
tors of the country to find worthwhile jobs for many 
of the two million men and women who will be leav ­ 
ing the armed serv ices in the nex t two y ears, Laird told 
the Economic Club of Detroit. 
A major thrust will be aimed at encouraging ser­ 
v ice men and women to return to school or otherwise 
take adv antage of their GI bill of rights by taking loans 
to enable them to go into business for themselv es. The 
aim is to put the v eterans in useful occupations. 
Laird stressed that the Defense Department spends 
$2.6 billion a y ear for education, both academic and v o­ 
cational, to qualify people for civ ilian jobs. The Viet 
v ets are ready to take their place in the economic sy s­ 
tem. Those of us who stay ed at home while they and 
their comrades risked their liv es hav e a chance now 
to show our gratitude by giv ing them jobs. 


Apple Blossom Time 


This is apple blossom time in the abounding Hudson 
Valley fruit belt and no more beautiful sight can be 
imagined. The pink buds hav e opened and the white 
petals are showing. The apple blossom spectacular will 
be here for a short time for soon the blossoms will 
fall and the fruit begins to grow.

that the United States is com­ 
mitted to a stead y pu llou t of 
its forces. 
If any emphasis on the point 
were need ed , the activ ities of 
prominent Senators who are 
d rafting a resolu tion which 
wou ld d ictate to the com- 
mand er-in-chief that Ameri­ 
can forces mu st be tak en 
ou t of Sou th Vietnam by the 
end of 1971 are serv ing as a 
pertinent argu ment. 
It may tak e another y ear 
and a half for a large bod y 
of American troops to be 
withd rawn. Bu t so far as the 
North Vietnamese are con­ 
cerned , they u nd ou bted ly feel 
that they can resu me major 
operations against the Sou th 
Vietnamese when any su b­ 
stantial nu mber of American 
troops hav e gone home. 
Presid ent Nix on has tried 
hard to conv ey the impression 
that withd rawal of American 
troops was not necessarily to 
be finalized in a y ear and a 
half, 
and 
that 
ou r 
forces 
might retu rn to Vietnam if 
major offensiv es 
a g a i ns t 
Sou th Vietnam are resu med . 
It 
is 
su spected 
in 
some 
q u arters that this was one of 


t h e 
reasons 
for 
his 
au thorization of the raid s on 
the Commu nist “sanctu aries” 
in Cambod ia. Bu t whatev er 
psy chological ad v antage was 
sou ght in that d irection has 
been lost now, by reason of 
the position tak en by mem­ 
bers of Congress who flatly 
say that they will not appro­ 
priate any money for fu rther 
operations in Cambod ia. This 
may ev en be ex tend ed to any 
resu mption of the fighting in 
Vietnam. 
The net of it all is that a 
d efeatist 
attitu d e has been 
sweeping certain segments of 
Congress. All the sacrifices 
that hav e been mad e in the 
last sev eral y ears to sav e 
Sou th 
Vietnam 
from 
Com­ 
mu nist oppression are being 
d isregard ed and cou ld prov e 
to hav e been in v ain. Bu t it 
d oesn’t seem to m atter v ery 
mu ch to a nu mber of senators 
and representativ es who hav e 
d ecid ed that, no m atter what 
happens, American troops in 
Vietnam 
mu st 
be 
brou ght 
home by the end of 1971 at 
the latest. 
If the resolu tion ty ing the 
hand s of Presid ent Nix on in 
Cambod ia 
is 
ad opted 
and 
notice is also serv ed that he 
mu st tak e all troops ou t of 
Vietnam as well by a giv en 
d ate, it will be tantamou nt to 
a confession throu ghou t Asia 
that 
the 
United 
States 
is 
su rrend ering its position and 
accepting d efeat. 
No 
su ch 
hu miliating 
ex ­ 
perience 
has 
occu rred 
to 
America on the international 
scene in ou r history . It cou ld 
hav e a d amaging effect of 
America’s prestige, not only 
in Asia bu t in Eu rope and 
on other continents. 
Presid ent Nix on 
will 
not 


acq u iesce in su ch a cou rse 
withou t mak ing clear the fatal 
conseq u ences of the policies 
being ad v ocated by his ad ­ 
v ersaries 
in 
Congress. 
He 
believ es that when the United 
States 
fights 
a 
war, 
its 
military command ers shou ld 
be entitled to u se the strategy 
that will protect their troops 
and inflict great d amage on 
the enemy . 
The inv asion of the “sanc­ 
tu aries” in Cambod ia was a 
d eliberate step to safegu ard 
American troops remaining in 
Vietnam. Bu t many senators 
chose to scorn completely that 
argu ment 
and 
insist 
that 
Congress 
mu st 
limit 
the 
command er-in-chief’s power. 
The d ebate is by no means 
ov er, 
and 
Presid ent 
Nix on 
d ou btless will continu e to giv e 
his sid e of the argu ment. Bu t 
the Commu nists hav e read 
abou t 
the 
d issent 
alread y . 
They d ou btless hav e come to 
the conclu sion that the United 
States is being pu shed ou t of 
Vietnam by its own Congress 
and within a y ear or two there 
will be no American Army 
left in Asia to protect Sou th 
Vietnam against a tak eov er 
by the Commu nists. 
If the United Nations had 
acted as it d id in Korea, a 
peacek eeping force cou ld hav e 
remained on an armistice line 
in Sou th Vietnam to k eep the 
inv ad ers from re-entering the 
territory they had prev iou sly 
i nv a d e d . 
Bu t 
no 
su ch 
agreement cou ld be mad e this 
time as the forces of the 
United States may not be 
there to ex ert su ch pressu re 
as they d id in Korea. Will 
Congress refu se to maintain 
American troops in Vietnam 
after 1971? That’s the nex t 
q u estion of policy which will 
hav e to be settled . 


W A S H I N G T O N - The 
White Hou se has been try ing 
to mu zzle anti-war talk , of all 
places, in the Peace Corps. 
Presid ent 
Nix on’s 
efficient 
aid es, apparently , see nothing 
illogical 
abou t 
shu tting 
u p 
Peace Corps v olu nteers who 
speak ou t for peace. 
The su ppression began after 
Vice Presid ent Spiro Agnew 
came back from his recent 
Asian tou r with reports that 
y ou ng Peace Corps work ers 
were 
joining 
the 
d issent 
against the Vietnam War. In 
Afghanistan, for ex ample, 10 
Peace Corps people signed an 
anti-war petition. 
After Agnew tattled to the 
Presid ent, 
Peace Corps d i­ 
rector 
Joe 
Blatchford 
was 
su mmoned to the White Hou se 
and 
ask ed 
to 
mu zzle 
the 
d issenters. 
He 
agreed 
that

Corpsmen,

“ Cracker" Schalk, the brilliant 
defensive 
catcher 
who 
made 
baseball’s Hall o f Fame despite 
a lifetime batting average o f 
.253, died o f cancer Tuesday . He 
was 77. 
Schalk, named to the Hall o f 
Fam e in 1955, led American 
League 
catchers 
defensively 
eight times between 1913 and 
1922 and caught 100 o r mo re 
games fo r 12 y ears. He caught a 
to tal 1.760 majo r league games. 
He play ed fo r the Chicago 
White So x fo r 1912 until 1926 and 
managed the club in 1927 and 
1928. He finished his career as a 
play er co ach with the New Yo rk 
Giants in 1929. 
Schalk o nce said his thrill to 
being named in the Hall vf Fame 
w as matched o nly by his sudden 
intro ductio n 
to 
the 
majo r 
leagues. 
The So x bo ught him fro m Mil­ 
waukee Aug. 10. 1912. The very 
next day “ I to o k the street car 
o ut to the ball park and a few 
minutes befo re the first game o f 
a do ubleheader with the Phila­ 
delphia Athletics. Manager Jim ­ 
my Callaghan put a ball in my 
hand and said: 
“ So n, y o u’re 
catching Do c White to day .’ 
“I didn’t even have a chance 
to get scared. We go t beat 3-1 by 
Chief Bender." 
Schalk made three assists in 
o ne inning, a reco rd later eq­ 
ualled by Bill Dickey o f the New 
Yo rk Yankees. He play ed in the 
1917 Wo rld Series and also with 
the ill fated Black So x in the 
1919 Wo rld Series. Schalk was 
o ne o f the play ers no t invo lved 
in the scandal.
